In a railroad wreck on the Western 
Maryland at Interjection ahurtly lie- 
fore nine o’clock this morning two 
coached of the passenger train doe here 
at IO OH were overturned and about 
twenty passenger* and several mem bere 
of the crew more or leas 
painfully in ­ 
ured jNone of them wa* seriously hurt. 
however. 
The train left Linelioro at 
H.44 on 
time and wad near the email stat ion 
between Linehoro arid Summit, known 
at Interjection, when the tender sud 
denly left the track 
and overturned, 
carrying with it the baggage car and 
the smoker. 
The third couch did not 
leave the track and could lie used, the 
wreckage 
being 
sufficiently cleared 
away about half past eleven to allow 
a train to come through. 
A broken rail or spreading rails are 
given aa possible causes of tho wreck 
Aa soon 
as 
Engineer 
Eichelberger 
realized what was occurring he threw 
on the brakes and brought the train 
to a standstill, probably preventing 
more serious injury to a number of the 
passengers. 
The total injured list ta 
eleven but there were 
a 
nurnl»er of 
others who sustained cuts and bruises 
whose names are not included iii the 
injured. 
Harry G ottlieb and Maurice Holes. 
the two young men who 
conduct the 
Boston 
Shoe 
Repairing 
Parlor on 
Chambersburg street, were among the 
passengers on the train and they were 
considerably braised. 
Simon Walter. 
the baggage master was thrown down 
as hts coach went over and he was bad 
ly shaken up but escaped injury. 
He 
was, 
until 
recently, employed with 
the East Berlin Railroad and was on 
duty for a week taking the place of the 
u-ual 
baggage 
master. 
Conductor 
George Manrutb and Brakeman P. ter 
Gibbs were both in the smoker when 
the cars overturned 
Mr. 
Muuratb 
wa* bruised iii the aide and tiack and 
though bis injuries are not considered 
serious he was not able to continue hi* 
run 
Mr. Gibbs w a r not butt. 
Gottlieb and Soles, 
the only two 
Gettysburg passengers,carne on through 
after their injuries were attended to. 
Soles continuing tc Waynesboro where 
lie has opened a shoe repairing shop 
David Newcomer, of Hanover, was 
a pHSsenger in the smoker in the stunk 
et and received the most serious in ju r­ 
ies his scalp being badly cut 
and an 
injury at the base of the skull causing 
bim much pain. 


Windows in the car were broken 
and most of the injuries 
came 
from 
the glass. 
Wood was splintered and 
many of the passengers were burt from 
the projecting 
timbers. 
Home were 
thrown ac runs the aisle against scats, 
others were pitched against the side of 
the coach and it was some time before 
all were got out of the cars 
Fortun­ 
ately there was no way in which the 
wreckage could catch tire and the pas­ 
sengers got into the open witL no fur 
tiler danger after the 
train 
was 
brought to a standstill. 
The passengers in the last oar, many 
of 
whom were women, 
were much 
alarmed hut 
their fears were soon 
calmed. The train carried more people 
than usual owing to its tieing the open­ 
ing day of the York fair and that some 
were not burt badly is surprising. 
Realizing that a number would re 
quire 
medical 
attention 
physicians 
were summoned and Doctors Alleman. 
Meisenhelder Stick and Keagy respond­ 
ed from Hanover and Doctor Sterner 
of Porters. 
They gave aid. washing 
out the wounds and 
binding 
up the 
passengers and most were able to pro­ 
ceed 
w ith 
their 
journey after the 
wreckage was sufficiently 
cleared to 
allow rn train to go 
through. 


The wildest 
reports 
followed the 
receipt of the first meagre information 
about the wreck and Gettysburg and 
Hanover were both filled with rumors 
of a number being killed, 
'the total 
number was supposed to be eight while 
the number of 
those 
burt mounted 
considerably higher. There was much 
relief here when it was known that no 
on) from Gettysburg was badly hurt 
und that the extent of the wreck was 
not so large as at first reported.

Dr. Wiley Says That'* the Kind Need­ 
ed to Enforce Pure Food Laws. 
New \or\i, Oct. 3 .—" What we need 
In this country j3 some one with sand 
enough in his craw to enforce the 
pure food laws and drive every adul­ 
terer and quack out of business." 
In this crisp language Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, food expert of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, concluded an In­ 
terview with a reporter. 
Dr. Wiley 
had just tinished an address before 
the pure food and drug department of 
the National Civic Federation, In Hes­ 
ston at 2»»3 Broadway. He spoke in 
favor of a national board of health, 
with its head a cabinet ofllcer, and 
then said: 
“I look forward to the time when it 
will be possible to so enforce the pure 
food and drugs laws that the health of 
everyone in the community would he 
safeguarded." 
"What I mean," he explained, "I*5 
that we should have someone at the 
head of this proposed national depart­ 
ment of health with sand in Ilia craw— 
some one who has the courage to go 
ahead and do what is right, instead of 
keeping his ear to the ground, wait­ 
ing for public opinion to dictate his 
course. He should have sand enough 
in his craw to act on his own initia­ 
tive and see that adulteration, the 
short weight men. and those who put 
drugs in food stuffs are driven out of 
business. The proposed national board 
of health with such a man at its head 
would serve such a purpose, and the 
hills providing for it are now pending 
before congress.”

Bombardment During Negotiations. 
Rumors of Naval Engagement. 


Home, Oct. 3.—It is reported that on 
Saturday 
Admiral 
Aubrey was sud 
denly ordered to postpone the bom­ 
bardment of Tripoli, as there were 
signs of a possibility of reaching an 
understanding with 
Turkey through 
the intervention of 
certain 
powers, 
thus avoiding a continuation of the 
w ar. 
This report may explain the con­ 
flicting reports regarding the action 
of the Italians at Tripoli. The best in­ 
formation has heft) that the bombard­ 
ment by the fleet was set for late Sat­ 
urday. A dispatch front Tripoli receiv­ 
ed Saturday night said that the Italian 
fleet opened Are on the ports that 
morning, but that the firing ceased al­ 
most immediately. 
An earlier dispatch had stated that 
the bombardment was hegmt at K>.3<* 
a. rn. Saturday. Refugees arriving at 
Malta said Tripoli had not been bom­ 
barded or invaded up to the time that 
their vessel sailed at ii o’clock Sat­ 
urday night. 
Germany's attempt at mediation Is 
regarded as promising success, a n i 
In the light of this, the apparent de 
lay In Tripolitan operations assumes 
considerable significance. 
Germany to Try For Peace. 
It was stated at the German foreign 
office that although no offer of media­

Marschall von Biebersteln. 
was

ready working actively at the Turkish 
capital, seeking to effect a peaceful 
settlement between Italy and Turkey. 
The German ambassador in an au­ 
dience with the sultan handed the sov­ 
ereign Hie German emperor s replv to 
his appeal for mediation 
After ex- 
p r is in g feeling* of 
real friendship 
and veneration for the sultan, the em­ 
peror says that In the Interests of hu­ 
manity he had instructed the ambas­ 
sador to make efforts looking to in­ 
tervention. hut isolated German action, 
unsupported bv other powers, would 
have no effect. In deference to the 
sultan's wishes, however, he would 
make another pro|M>sal for mediation, 
and also submit a similar suggestion 
to the other powers 
Beyond the statement that the sui 
tun was pleased with the emperor’* 
message no details of his malesty’s 
response can he ascertained officially, 
but it Is believed to contain assur 
an* es that Germany will continue her 
efforts at mediation In Rome. The re­ 
ports from Constantinople that the 
ambassador also presented Italian pro- 
powals for pence are untrue, or rather, 
according to the German foreign of­ 
fice, "premature." Indicating that such 
pro|Mtsals are expected as soon as the 
occupation of the Tripolitan coast has 
been effected 
The following Home dispatch, dated 
Ort. I, was sent to a French news 
agency; 
"A telegram from Constantinople to 
the Tributia sa>a that all the consuls 
at the Dardanelles have telegraphed 
that a naval battle is going on in the 
straits Reports of guns are heard as 
tar as the Bosphorus.” 
The same agency sent out a Rome 
dispatch dated ()< t. 2, saying: ‘‘News 
of the destruction of the Turkish fleet 
seems to he confirmed.” 
A correspondent at Malta telegraphs 
this message: 
"I am informed by one of the crew 
of the British cruiser Aboukir, which 
has arrived here, that the vessel re­ 
ceived a wtoeless dispatch stating that 
Tripoli had been occupied by the Ital­ 
ians.”

Austin, Pa., Oct. 3.

Austin. The people of ti c town, who 
worked with a detenu..alloo 
when 
there was hope lot the recovery of 
wives and children and relatives still 
Alive, accepted the initiative of Hie 
state with reluctance and in sullen­ 
ness. 
They wanted to continue the work 
of recovery and tote away at Hie de 
brin in madness, but the -rate officials 
insisted on a systematic a*-a re Ii of the 
ruins to prevent any fi rm of an epi­ 
demic. 
Dr. Samuel (J. Dixon, state health 
commissioner, assumed definite chaine 
of operations. 
A force of 300 men, 
gathered in the neighboring towns of 
Emporium, Pa.; Keating Summit, Pa.; 
Port Allegheny, Pa., and Corning. N. 
Y., went to work under definite orders 
sud under the supervision of sanlta y 
engineers, aud a determined fight is 
being made 
against an outbreak of 
pestileiu e 
The work of rescue, given a fresh 
impetus, aas not in vain, for a living 
man was found buried under hundreds 
of tons of wreckage. He was taken out 
aud carried to the hospital, where it 
was said that he will re over. He had 
been 
butled 
for 
neatly 
forty eig it 
hours. 
Dr Dixon announced that the reb *f 
rescue work had l*-*-n systematized 
and twenty-two persons rescued from 
the ruins. 
The state police have arrested ten 
persons, charged with pillaging in the 
ruins. 
Fifty-five state police from the 
Pottsville and W ilkes it irre barracks 
are on the ground as (sting in pa­ 
trolling and In searching the ruins. 


Dead In Austin 150 at Most. 
The number of dead in Austin Itself 
will not exceed I'm, if I; reaches that 
figure, Tile new estimate of tile num­ 
ber of dead is based on official fig­ 
ures, There are twenty-four Identified 
bodies in the improvised morgue and 
two unidentified bodies. 
A census made showed eighty six 
persons 
apparently 
missing 
This 
would make the total ch-ath list in 
Austin alone IP* 
However, It is ad­ 
mitted by the townspeople themselves 
that the census may he erroneous. 
Families are widely scattered and 
some dismantled houses have not even 
been visited by their owners since the 
fhxxl This being tile cas e, the numtM-r 
of missing is probably greater than 
the census shows, but the actual fig­ 
ures will not be known ixndtively un­ 
til all the debris is cleared away two 
weeks hence 
In addition to the de id in Austin 
three bodies have been found in Cow- 
tello, three miles below. One was that 
of a Mrs Peaseley, the other two thoi-e 
of a man and a woman who are not 
Identified 
Three bodies have l*een picked up 
at Rlnnemahoning. twenty seven miles 
below Austin, and sui ii grave fears are 
entertained as to the fate of Hose 
who lived in the tanning se’tlemenis 
of the Valle', now complerefy shut off, 
that the state authorities dispatched 
an engineer on foot down the Un*- of 
what, wa* formerly the railroad 
His 
Instructions are to make his w a y as 
best he can and to make a report 
when he is able. 
"This town will never lie rebuilt; It 
Is not worth it," said one of the mer­ 
chant* or the town. “ Tile mill which 
gave a livelihood to the greater part 
of the population I* destroyed and we 
are sure it will not be rebuilt. Only a 
short time ago the Goodyear I,limiter 
company closed its plant, and at that 
time many people moved away. Now, 
with the one big industry of the place 
gone, ami the people without homes 
compelled to move, there seems n • 
possibility of suet ess, aud consequent- 
iv no chanco of rebuilding. 
Austin, as 
a town of any size, will not exist in 
the future." 
This statement is eoi rolxirated by 
the general 
at'ltcde of the people. 
Hundreds have already left the place, 
taking the fe« 'roupings they saved 
from the f,t.;e:al w.eck and mak.ng 
for the homes of friends and relatives 
far away. Every train out of Austin 
carried scores of refugees. 
The public school house, which is 
located on the side of the Goodyear 
mountain. al*ove the flood line, proved 
Inadequate, and two residences, that 
had been unoccupied before the flood, 
were taken over. 
* 
The bodies lay two deep in some 
part* of the school building, when the 
sanitary officials interfered and or­ 
dered that they be spread out. Investi­ 
gation showed that more than IOO bod 
(es had been taken out and that the 
school house was entirely too small 
for that number. Some were ordered 
moved to the empty residences, and 
the bodies taken out later in the day 
were taken to that place.

Winfield Scott Schley, retired, fell in 
Forty-fourth street, just west of Fifth 
avenue, and died very soon after in 
the arms of Herman Snyder, a teacher 
of physical culture. 
A ruptured blood vessel in the brain 
bad caused him to pitch forward, Iii* 
forehead striking the curb. 
A frac­ 
tured skull undoubtedly hastened his 
death, the doctors said. He died before 
medical aid could reach him. 
Admiral 
Schley had been out of 
town over Sunday and on his return 
had gone to the New York Yacht club 
on West Forty fourth street. 
After a 
short stay at the club Admiral Schley 
left the 
club house 
and started to 
walk along Forty-fourth street toward 
Fifth avenue, when he was taken sud­ 
denly ill. A hurry call was sent for 
physicians and an ambulance, but l>e- 
fore alef could ;e * h him the admiral 
was dead 
As Admiral Schley walked along the 
street a chauffeur of a 
ixhab, who 
stood along .!*• tile d i F i»owed to 
him and then turned to a leliow chauf­ 
feur aud remarked how well the ad­ 
miral was looking. Near the Berue ey 
theater Admiral Sc hley turned ac-oss 
Hie street, and as he stepped up on 
tile curb staggered and fell. 
Several persons rushed to his aid, 
and trattle policemen sent in a hurry 
call for physic inns and an ambulance. 
When the ambulance arrived pbvsi- 
cians said that Admiral Schley wa* 
dead. The body wa,- plac ed in the am 
butane e aud driven away. 


His Career In the Navy. 


Admiral Winfield Scott Schley was 
born in 1839 of one of the beat Mary­ 
land families. He received his appoint­ 
ment aa naval cadet in 185(5. and wa* 
graduated from Anuaisilia with honor. 
He fought on belard the frigate Poto­ 
mac ait during Hie cain'% zn under 
Grant which b-d to Hie capture of Port 
Hudson 
Schley was made lieutenant 
commander In 18G2, and was placed in 
command of the si earn gunboat Wa- 
leree. 
He was at various times sta­ 
tioned in the Pacific, Asiatic and South 
Atlantic waters, aud also taught at 
the naval academy. Ile was raised to 
the rank cif commander June IO, 18T4, 
and in 1x77 and I STH w as in command 
of the third rate Kssex. From 188** to 
1883 he was lighthouse ins|*ector. 
It wa* as the commander of the ex­ 
pert iHon that rescued the survivors of 
the 
unfortunate 
Greeley 
expedition 
that Schley’s name 
became 
known 
throughout the civilized world. When 
the 
Culled 
States government got 
ready a relief extradition to send north, 
Schley volunteered his services. 
He 
set out from New York in April, 1884, 
and with him went the hopes of a na­ 
tion He had three ships, the flagship 
Thetis, the Ah-rt and the Hear. 
For his services in rescuing Greeley 
and six survivors Schley was award 
cd a gold watch and a vote of thanks 
by the Maryland legislature and a gold 
medal 
from Hie 
Massachusetts Hu 
mane society. 
From 1884 to 1889 Schley was chief 
of the bureau of equipment, and from 
1889 to 1892 he was in command of 
the Baltimore. Following that, he was 
a member of the hoard of inspection 
and survey and chairman of the light 
house board. 
When the war with 
Spain began 
Schley was put in command of the 
"Flying Squadron,"'and to him was 
popularly given the credit of winning 
the battle of Santiago, when Cervera’s 
fleet wa* destroyed. 
The publication of a hiatory of the 
war Icy Edgar Stanton Maclav pre­ 
cipitated an official inquiry into the 
ac tion at Santiago. 
Mac lay severely 
denounced Sc hley’s conduct during and 
after the battle. An official court of 
inquiry heard testimony presented to 
uphold the rival claims of Schley and 
Admiral W T. Sampson.
